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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Maine Department of Health and Welfare 
Division of Public Health Nursing, Bureau of Health 
Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Services in 
Searsmont in the Year of 1968 


Your public health nurse, a member of the staff of 
the Division of Public Health Nursing, submits her 
report of nursing services given to individuals, families 
and community groups in Searsmont during the year 1968. 
Referrals for the services were received from individuals, 
families, physicians, school personnel, health committee 
members and other sources. The types of health problems 
varied; the services provided, therefore, varied in accord- 
ance to the need for them. They included nursing care 
of sick and handicapped patients, health supervision, 
and, in some instrances, consultation. 

Your public health nurse and health officer planned 
child health conferences with the assistance of your 
health committee members. Two child health conferences 
were held. Children from the towns of Belmont, Sears- 
mont and Morrill who were not under the supervision of 
a private physician were invited to attend. Each child 
was given a physical examination and necessary immuni- 
zations by Meldon Collins, D. O. 

Your public health nurse gave consultation to school 
personnel, regarding individual students. She planned 
for and administered tuberculin skin tests to fifty-seven 
children in the first and seventh grades. The nurse and 
your local health officer planned for and assisted with 
an immunization clinic. The eyes and ears of the school 
children were tested by the health committee members 
and follow-up carried out by your public health nurse. 
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All immunizations in the various programs are sum- 
marized as follows:
